DETAILS 


A  memorandum  dated  May  26,  1972,  from  the  officer  in  charge,  Palermo, 
Italy,  clarifies  why  there  is  no  mention  on  the  birth  record  relating  to 
the  SUBJECT  of  the  decree  changing  the  family  name  from  PROETTO  to  LANZA* 

It  was  ascertained  from  the  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics 
in  the  Town  of  Castelbuono  that  the  decree,  dated  June  3,  1926,  authorized 
by  the  Royal  Decree  of  November  15,  1865,  ordered  that  the  change  of  name 
be  annotated  in  the  margin  of  the  townk  permanent  birth  records  and  in  the 
index  relating  to  the  permanent  records.  It  does  not  order  that  the  change 
of  name  be  reflected  on  a  relating  birth  certificate.  Thus  upon  receipt  of 
request  for  a  birth  certificate,  accompanied  by  date  of  birth  and  names  of 
the  parents,  a  search  of  the  index  would  reveal  that  MARIANO  LANZA* s  name 
had  been  changed  fiomJ-^ARIANO  PROETTO  (PROIETTO)  but  the  certificate  would 
be  issued  in  the  name  of  LANZA.  Moreover,  the  mariginal  notations  in  the 
permanent  record  that  may  be  added  to  the  birth  certificate  relate  only  to 
marriage.

The  Officer  in  Charge,  Palermo,  Italy,  has  obtained  and  furnished  a  copy 
of  the  decree  changing  the  name  of  SUBJECT'S  father  and  all  his  children, 
including  the  SUBJECT,  from  PRGETTO  to  LANZA.  The  decree  is  executed  June  10, 

1926  at  the  Court  of  Bills ,  Castelbuono,  Italy,  in  confomity  with  Articles 

119  and  124  of  the  Royal  Decree  of  November  15 ,  19^5  pertaining  to  the  Civil 

Status  Regulations.  Copy  of  the  decree  and  translation  are  attached  as 

Exhibit  "A".  Ex  "A" 

The  decree  further  states  that  the  decree  "will  be  mentioned  at  the 
border  of  the  birth  certificate"  of  those  Individuals  whose  names  were  changed. 

An  Italian  birth  record  in  the  name  of  :  MARIANO LANZA  thought  to  pertain  to 
the  SUBJECT  was  obtained  in  i960  and  is  contained  in  his  Service  file.  However, 
the  aforementioned  decree  is  not  noted  on  the  border  of  the  birth  certificate. 

A  memorandum  which  accompanied  the  aforementioned  decree  from  the  Officer 
in  Charge,  Palermo,  Italy,  explains  that  the  decree  does  not  specify  the  reason 
for  the  request  of  change  of  name,  and  the  request  itself  is  not  in  existence. 

The  relating  statute  penults  a  request  for  change  of  name,  within  certain  limi¬ 
tations  as  to  choice  of  new  name,  without  specifying  the  reason.  A  relating 
article  of  the  statute  refers  to  requests  based  on  the  fact  that  the  old  name 
may  be  "shameful",  "ridiculous",  or  "may  reveal  illegitimacy".

In  reviewing  that;  certificate  file,  it  is 
additionally  noted  that  when  SUBJECT ' s  father  filed  a  declaration  of 
intention  on  May  27,  19.14  in  the  name  FRANCEASCO  LANZA,,  he  gave  hla 
residence  addres?  as  218  (sic)  Chrystie  Street,  New  York, 

When  SUBJECT'S,  father  petitioned  for  naturalization  at  San  Fran- 
cIbco  in  .1921,.  he  claimed,  that  his  children  included  "ROSINA",  born  in 
New  York  on  July  4,  1906,  In  a  report  of  investigation  dated  Janu¬ 
ary  20,  1970,  the  New  York  office  advised  there  was  no  record  of  birth 
for  "ROSINA"' with  a  last  name  of  LANZA  or  PROETTO  (FRUETTA). 

New  York  Census  records  for  1915  reveal  that  the  LANZA  family  at 
216  (sic)  Chrystie  Street,  New  York  consisted  of  FRANK  LANZO  (sic)  as 
the  head  of  the  family.  He  was  then  43  years  of  age,,  a  native  of 
Italy,  and  11  years  in  the  United  States.  Hia  occupation  was  "liquor 
store".  CATHERINE  is  his  wife,,  age  38,..  a  native  of  Italy,  and  10  years 
in  the  United  States.  T0NNIE,  age  17,  islisted  as  a  son;  he  was  in 
the  United  States  10  years.  JAMES  LANZO,  a  s°n>  was  12  years  of  age. 
at  the  time  and  10  years  in  the- United  States.  GRACE,,  a  daughter,,  was 
19  years  pf  age  and  10  years  in  the  United  States.  All  of  the  above  were 
listed  as  aliens.  ROSE  LANZO,  a  daughter,,  was  listed  as.  9  years  of  age 
and  a  native  and  .  citizen  of  the  United  States.  (New  York  Aux  Report  of 
January  20,.  1970) 
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SUBJECTS  brother,  ANTHONY  LANZA,  was  Interviewed  on  March  3, 

1970  at  hlB  hone  at  10  Oak  Valley  Road,  San  Mateo,  California.  He 
said  that  neither  he  nor  SUBJECT  have  ever  uaed  the  name  FRUETTA  or 
FR0ETT0  and  he  "knows  nothing  about  such  a  name".  He  alleged  he 
knew  of  no  reason  why  arrival  records  would  reflect  that  he  and  the 
SUBJECT  and  other  members  of  his  family  entered  the  United  States  ae 
FR0ETT0,  destined  to  their  father,  FRANCESCO  FRUETTA,  If  their  names 
were  LANZA.  He  recalled  that  his  mother  was  hospitalized  when  she 
entered  the  United  States,  as  Is  reflected  on  arrival  records.  He 
said  SUBJECT'S  name  la  JAMES  as  this  Is  the  translation  of  his  name 
from  Italian,  while  he  had  changed  his  own  name  to  ANTHONY  as  his 
true  name  'NATALE1'  sounded  like  a  girl's. 

San  Francisco  report  dated  May  11,  1960  reflects  SUBJECT  stated 
his  uncle  Is  the  father  of  JAMES  FRISINZANO,  a  local  attorney,  and 
could  attest  to  the  fact  he  has  resided  in  the  United  States  since 
early  childhood. 

JAMES.  FRISXN-ZANO  was  interviewed  on  March  9,  1970  at  his  home  at 
1030  Francisco,  San  Francisco,  California.  He  claimed  to  be  a  United 
State b  citizen  by  reason  of  his  birth  st  New  York  City  on  November  16, 
1906.  He  was  born  In  the  same  house  where  SUBJECT  and  his  family 
resided,  21B  Christie  Street,  New  York.  Both  families  resided  together 
there  and  later  at  123  Clark,  San  Mateo,  California.  They  ate  their 
meals  together  "as  one  family".  SUBJECT'S  father  was  the  family 
patr larch. 

FRISIN-ZANO  said  that  his  mother  and  SUBJECT'S  mother  were  sisters. 
His  (FRISIN-ZANO ' s)  father  once  returned  to  Castelbuono,  Italy  for  a 
visit  gnd  when  he  returned  to  the  United  States  he  said  that  SUBJECT'S 
family  name  there  was  PR0ETT0.  He  did  not  know  how  he  derived  this 
name  and  speculated  it  was  from  his  grandfather.  He  suggested  relatives 
still  may  use  the  name  FROETTO  in  Castelbuono.  To  his  knowledge,  neither 
SUBJECT  nor  any  member  of  his  family  has  ever  used  s  name  other  than 
LANZA  in  the  United  States.  He  said  that  FROETTO  is  an  "also  known  as" 
name  for  SUBJECT. 

FRISIN-ZANO  said  "confidentially  and  not  for  the  record"  no  matter 
what  anyone  has  said  SUBJECT  has  never  been  a  Mafia  memher.  He  explained 
that  when  he  (FRISIN-ZANO)  was  about  six  years  of  age  people  in  the 
neighborhood  made  comments  that  the  LANZA&  were  Mafia,  possibly  because 
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they  had  more  than  others.  Then  someone  "slipped  a  black  hand"  under 
the  door  with  a  demand  for  $5,000.  SUBJECT'S  father  then  got  in  touch 
with  the  Mafia  boss  and  received  word  the  "black  hand"  demand  did  not 
come  from  the  Mafia.  FRISDI-ZANO  said  that  while  SUBJECT  was  never 
connected  with  the  Mafia  he  suspected  SUBJECT'S  father  may  have  been,
